The rural schools are suffering from 


the want of official and intelligent su- 
pervision. In every state some standard 
of qualifications, moral and intellectual, 
with some amount of actual experience, 
should be demanded by law from those 
who aspire to fill the office of superin- 
tendent or supervisor of schools.

Overstreet of Indiana recently, pointing 
to one of the new ones issued this year 
by the interior department, "have given 
me more trouble than any one thing in 
all my congressional career Each mem 
her is given 25 of those maps to distrib- 
ute.

Every man that gets one 
tells all his neighbors within a radius 
of two or three miles and the railway 
mail clerks, the postmasters and letter 
earners tell all their friends that Mr 
Overstreet has maps to give away Thus 
I never send out a map, but I get from 
35 to 50 letters from other people who 
have seen it or heard of it and want one 
too If they don't get one, they will be 
mad and vote for the other fellow next 
time

A Colt With Home UJce B Calf. 


A great natural curiosity is a horned 


horse owned by Thomas Jackson of 
Stepney, Conn , which was foaled on 
his farm a short tune ago, and although 
in most respects as perfectly formed as 
the average horse yet it has some phys- 
ical characteristics which unmistakably 
dPDote its clo^e alliance with the bovme 
species 


When the colt was foaled, it wa= 


noticed that thera existed upon the 
frontal bone o£ the skull, immediately 
between the ears, two cone shaped ex 
cresiences, which as time progressed 
grew in size ana finally developed a 
pair of hard, clean horns, vastly like 
those of a yearling bull, and it was also 
noticed that, while the hoofs were in 
outline exactly like those of an ordinary 
colt, they were possessed of a deep 
crease extending from the coronet to 
the tip of the toe. 


As the colt develops its movements 


resemble more and more those of a calf 
while in a passive state, but when

Watch Chain of Human Bone*. 


Cyrus O Thornton, a farmer living a 


few miles out of Bolivar, haa an odd 
watch chain. It is made of human 
bc&ea. The chain consists of eight links, 
each a trifle more than an inch long, 
connected by plated rugs. The chain is 
about ten inches long and has been high- 
ly polished by years of wear and glis- 
tens like ivory. 


Thornton secured the cb^m at Peters- 


burg, Va., in 1864. He was a member 
of Company E, Fiftieth New Tork en- 
gineers. A member of the Twenty-first 
New York infantry made two chains 
while confined in labby prison and on 
ins release met Thornton and sold him 
one chain for $50 in greenbacks. Thorn- 
ton has forgotten the maker's name 
The bones were taken from amputated 
urrus and legs, and it required 18 
months' time to carve out the chains. 
For many years after he came home 
from the war Thornton wore the chain 
every day, bat for several years he has 
worn it only on Memorial day and at 
Grand Army reunions. Some of his 
neighbors once laughed at the idea of 
the bones being taken from human bod- 
ies, and be sent the chain to a Burgeon, 
wno examined it and pronounced it to 
be of hnm^n bones.—Fall River News

UNDER REGIME OF PRESIDENT DIAZ IT 
MAY BECOME A PROMINENT NATION

He says, iho awaken 
ing m Mexico is moving steadily for 
ward, and capital of Europe and Amer- 
ica ui seeking investment in the silver 
republic. 


'Meuco, " he said m the course of 


an interesting interview last evening, 
"is producing 55,000,000 or 60,000,000 
ounces ox silver a year, bnt, strange to 
Bay. tbocoppt-r and lefcd product has not 
advanced m the same ratio. Thu is evi- 
denced at all the smelter stacks erected 
•within the past five yean are not run- 
ning, although we happen to have all 
of our furnaces in blast at the present 
tune. The smelters are suffering from a 
shortage of fluxing ores, and lead and 
copper flux is needed m order to keep 
the smelters in operation 


"It u only a question of time when 


railroads will ba completed, by means 
of which sufficient fluxes of all kinds 
Will be furnished. 


"Railroad construction is progressing 


•with the same rapidity as in the past 
The most important railroad in course 
of building just now u the road to the 
Pacific ocean, which Colonel Joe Hamp 
son IB building. The government of the 
republic is taking a lively interest in 
this road. It passes through a magnifi- 
cent agricultural and mineral country 
sufficient to warrant handsome returns 
upon the investment if nothing but the 
local business vrere to be depended upon 
A railway from Chihuahua to the Pati 
fie coast is also considered, and it is 
likely this road will be built within a 
reasonable time 


"The agricultural districts have been 


visited 
by abundant rains, insuring 


good crops. This, however, is not looked 
upcu with favor by the large manufac- 
turers, as the wants cf the Mexican la 
buirtus are so fpw that it may be very 
difficult to secure workmen in the man 
nfactnring and smelting establishments. 
When good crops come, the laborers are 
not inclined to seek for work. So much 
capital has been invested in the country 
within the last few years that a scarcity 
of labor is already felt This is partien 
larly true of the uorthQrn part of Mexi 
co, where the cost of hi ing is highw 
and the wages are double what they are 
in the southern part of the republic 
This may be partly accounted for by the 
higher prices of commodities in north 
em Mexico, bnt it is certain that wages 
are on the increase in the came region. 


"In addition to the iniumg industry, 


which is the greatest industry of the re- 
public, considerable interest is thown 
in racing coffee, tobacco and other agri 
cultural products, as well .is 111 maun 
facturing cotton goodb, \shich are in 
large demand in the couiitrj

It means an earlier begin- 
ning of the movement of new wheat 
each year. Heretofore tbe states har- 
vesting wheat in June have simply pro- 
duced supplies for their own local con- 
sumption, and not in sufficient quan- 
tity to affect the commercial movement 
which set in froia the new crop after 
July 1. This new territory is likely to 
so affect tbe volume of early moving 
wheat as to make the month* of June 
mark the beginning of the new wheat 
year. 


In the rest of tbe winter wheat belt 


tbe weather has everywhere been favor- 
able, and the prospects are excellent. 
Scattered returns from harvest fields in 
Tennessee are highly favorable, and 
the harvest season opens in Kentucky 
with previous expectations fully main- 
tained. In Ohio the crop of the year ia 
likely to fall little short of doubling 
that of 1896. 


In Indiana, in spita of a small de- 


crease in the acreage, the crop of the 
state will exceed that of last year by a 
few million bushels. 


This leaves but two states of impor- 


tance, Illinois and Missouri, in which 
the ciop promises less than last year, 
and abundantly justifies an expectation 
of more than 300,000,000 bushels of 
winter wheat 


In the spring wheat district higher 


temperatures have forced rapid growth, 
and there has been an abundance of 
moisture throughout the whole north- 
west. Tbe crop is in almost perfect 
promise in every district where grown. 
Present activity among harvester and 
twine men indicates that growers are 
abundantly satisfied with the outlook. 
It is a matter of record that the July 1 
condition of spring -wheat in two years 
out of three may be safely taken as an 
indication of the final result, and if this 
rule holds even approximately good thia 
year the rtbtalt will bo a heavy crop. 


Corn is still late and behind a normal 


season in growth, but tiiis fact of itself 
is of little importance should the near 
future bring forth hot forcing weather. 
Over a considerable portion of the belt 
good rainfall would be acceptable, but 
as local showers ruled there is no actual 
suffering over any considerable terri- 
tory. At the sar-n time more rain is 
needed in southern and western Illinois 
and throughout almost the whole of 
Iowa and Nebraska, and while the pres- 


An international conference on lep- 


rosy will take place in Berlin in Octo- 
ber and will remain in session at the 
offices of the imperial health depart- 
ment from Oct. 11 to Oct. 16. The prin- 
cipal purpose of the congress is to bring 
about an international agreement for 
tbe scientific treatment of leprosy, and 
it will be attended-by the leading ex- 
perts and specialists of Great Britain, 
France, Russia, India, Japan and Italy. 


The plague which has recently been 


raging with so much virulence in In- 
dia, and especially at Bombay, has 
now reached Jiddafa, which is tbe sea- 
port and landing place of pilgrims from 
all parts- of the world for Mecca and 
Medina, the holy places of Islam. This 
is very serious, as it is now almost cer- 
tain that the plague will be spread by 
the returning pilgrims to the four quar- 
ters of tbe globe. True, the Ottoman 
authorities are stated to have increased 
and elaborated the quarantine precau- 
tions at Jiddab, but orientals are go 
careless about snch matters and so in- 
different even to the most elementary 
roles and regulations of sanitation that 
no reliance can be attached to anything 
that the sultan's medical authorities 
may do or not 3o in the matter. 


No more striking illustration of the 


relatively bloodless character of the re- 
cent Turco-Grecian war can be given 
than that afforded by the official returns 
recently issued, according to which the 
number of prisoners taken by the rival 
armies amounted to 300 men each, while 
in ihe Greek hospitals there has through- 
oat the campaign not been a single 
Greek soldier treated for a saber, bayo- 
net or lance wound, the only injuries 
being those inflicted by rifle bullets or 
by the explosion of shells. This is equiv- 
alent to a demonstration that there was 
no hand to hand fighting and that the 
troops never really came to close quar- 
ters throughout the struggle. 


A letter has just reached the governor 


general at Algeria from the governor of 
the French colony of Senegal by way of 
Timbuktu. The dispatch was carried 
by Arab couriers oa dromedaries, and it 
constitutes the first known instance on 
record of Europe and official communi- 
cations having traversed the great Sa- 
hara desert. 


.According to news received in Eu- 


rope, the Japanese seem bent oa ruining 
all trade aud industry in Formosa, for 
they have applied to i ho island the same 
barbarous and uncivilized law that pro- 
vails in Japan prohibiting foreigners 
from living anywhere in the interior, 
restricting them to certain seaports ou 
the coast. In Formosa tho whole of the 
trade and industry is in the hands of 
the Chinese, who number nearly 4,000,- 
000 and who are uow being expelled as 
.fast as possible from the interior. 


ent situation in this important district 
is far from serious at the same time ten 
days of hot, dry weather would be suffi- 
cient to excite quite general apprehen- 
sion. 


North central and western Kansas 


apparently enjoyed good rains, but the 
heavy falls at Indianapolis and Okla- 
homa City canie from local heavy thun- 
derstorms. Elsewhere in the corn belt 
the rainfall recently was below the 
normal. 


As far as cnltix-ation is concerned, the 


corn erop is now iu good condition. Tbe 
weather of late has everywhere given 
ample opportunity for tborongh work- 
ing, so that the ground is fairly mellow 
and weeds well under subjection. A lit- 
tle of the earlier planting has been laid 
by in Kansas, with tho fields in excel- 
lent promise. First working is practi- 
cally finished everywhere and second 
cultivation 
generally well advnnce.d. 


A great sensation has been created at 


Odessa, and, indeed, throughout sonth- 
eru Russia, by the announcement that 
the Rev. D. W. Ford, the well known 
chaplain of the Anglo-American church 
at Odessa, lias committed suicide for no 


Dr. Hopkins of ihe Cleveland Medical 


college, and one of thu world's uoied 
Bacteriologists, recently perfonuwl a 
notable experiment. 
A rabbit afflicted 


with lockjaw in its worst phase aiid iu 
imminent danger of dying was cured by 
the doctor by cue injection of lockjaw 
antitoxiue. 


As a rabbit has a lees decree Of vital- 


ity that) a mail has and a« its .system is 
less susceptible to changes it is'bt-lieved 
that a person afflicted with lockjaw can 
be cared more easily than the rabbit 
was. The use of lockjaw ontitoxiue was 
attempted at the New York Pasteur in- 
stitute some time ago, but its applica- 
tion was uot marked with success. 


Dr. Hopkins in an interview had this 


to say of his remarkable experiments: 


"Lockjaw, nr, as it is technically 


known, tetanus, is one of the most fatal 
diaeasei known to meditrino. In facf, it 
is almost invariably fatal. The cause of 
the affection was unknown until, iii 
1884, Nioolaier found the germ which 
produced it in garden earth. The germs 
were especially abundant in manured 
soil, and this led to the supposition that 
these organisms had their origin in the 
intestines of horses. But this theory 
was quickly disproved by Le Denrre, 
who fonnd the germs existing in abun- 
dance in the New Hebrides islands, 
where there were no bones. In these is- 
lands the natives were accustomed to 
poison their arrows by thrusting them 
in soil rich in these germs. 


The disease is usually contracted 


through wounds from rusty nails, etc., 
which have been in such soil and are cov- 
ered by the germs, or it may come from 
direct contact between an abraded skin 
surface and earth containing the germs. 
One of the characteristics of these bac- 
teria, and a fortunate one, is that thev 
cannot propagate in the presence of oxy- 
gen. Were it not for this fact the die- 
ease would certainly be mncb more 
common. So virulent are these organ- 
isms that five-one-millionths of a centi- 
meter taken from a culture four weeks 
old would kill a mouse in a few hours. 
So rapid is tho progress of the disease. 
that if the point of inoculation were 
cauterized and the germs then present 
at that point thereby destroyed an hour 
after the iuocuhtion the result would 
be unchanged. In the hope of curing 
this much dreaded disease Bchring and 
Kilatalo have devised an antitoxins 
similar in preparation and application 
to the autitoxino for diphtheria, aud un- 
der its use the disease has lost much of 
its hoiTor. 


"Among the first to investigate along 


this line in this country was Dr. George 
W. Hopkins, bacteriologist to the Cleve- 
land Medical college. Dr. Hopkins se- 
cured a strong, vigorous goat and inject- 
ed into it at first ouo-oue-millionth of a 
drop of a culture of tetanus germs. Tho 
injections wcro continued in constantly 
increasing doses for four months, the 
last dose being five drops of a most viru- 
lent culture, aud at. the end of this time 
the animal's jugular vein was opened 
and two quarts of rich rod blood were 
extracted. This was allowed to coagu- 
late and thcu the serum which had been 
squeezed oat of tin- clot was removed. 
This possessed the curative properties, 
and with it many experiments were 
performed. Rabbits, guinea pigs and 
dogs were inoculated with the disease. 
and when it had assumed an apparently 
fatal form a few drops of the autitoxine 
serum were introduced under the ani- 
mal's fkiii and this; procedure was: inva- 
riably followed by muscular ivla:;aiion 
aud general improvement in ;i few 
hours aud complete recovery as a rale 
inside of 24 honw. It was 'later tried

Of course, 
the market should advance under 
these conditions.

force the drill in every spot of the 
eastern fields that gives promise of a 
barrel a day are tbe first to kick at a 
drop ot one cent a barrel. 


The oil business Is not as prosperous 


as it might be and the cause IB folly 
explained above. But someone will 
shout "The Standard; why don't 
they stop'" We observe, however, 
that the Standard people bold In re- 
serve all the territory possible. In 
many cases they drill only when com- 
pelled to do so for protection of lines. 
Therefore, the cause of tbe big bustle 
in the field cannot be charged to 
them alone. 


In Wood county the Cory lands of 


one square mile were purchased by 
tbe Standard company seven years 
ago. A line of wells around the 
edges 600 feet apart, constitutes the 
extent of the drilling done thereon. 
Were that tract thrown open to the 
general public there would be 100 
new derricks rising during the suc- 
ceeding 48 hours. This land is held 
for a better day, which will come 
some time.

'ork, was found Gauging by his heels

'oliccinan IX-iaaimt-r. The IUHII said 
e had boon experimenting with a para- 
bnte preparatory to trying an aeroplane 
yiug machine, a recent invention that 
e had made. 
From Cooke's story to Magistrate 
iiuo in the police- court soon afterward 


t appear* that Cooke ia a gateman on 
he Ninth avenue elevated railroad. He 


H been experimenting in airships and 


lying machines, and the- preceding 
night he went op to High bridge to try 
his parachute. Ho was accompanied by 
a man, whose identity Cooke would not 
reveal.

Just as he 
was getting everything shipshape and 
was almost ready to give the signal to 
his companion to let go the rope his 
hand slipped and he felL

the air by the loop around his ankle. 
Eighty feet of spaca separated him from 
the earth below.

The disease which has kept Peters 011 


his back for BO many years is peculiar. 
Tho animal portion of his bones has dis- 
appeared, leaving only the hard, dry 
structure, which cracks at slight pres- 
sure. Any movement causes his bones 
to break, and he is held together with 
wide straps of leather. 


He was born in Gutrenburg, N. J., 


85 years ago and was healthy and ro- 
bust until he was 14 years old, when he 
broke his leg. The bone was set, but 
did not knit, and after the plaster of 
paris cast iu which the limb was in- 
cased had been removed his leg was 
found to be shriveled. Since then he has 
never risen from his bed. Nearly every 
bone in his body has been broken in 
several places. If he tried to take hold 
of anything his fingers would break like 
pipestems. A baby could crack his arm 
or leg with a twist Surgeons and phy- 
sicians from all over the country have 
examined his case. Some authorities 
call tbe disease "arthritis deformans." 
Others call it "osteomalacia."

The extremely hot weather con- 


tinues to prevail throughout the en 
tire country and all indications lead 
the weather bureau to believe that 
it will continue at least tor another 
36 hours or longer. The temperature 
last night and to-day has been de 
pressingiy hot. People are no more 
active than necessity requires and 
strive in vain to find relief in the 
shade. Every place seems to be un- 
comfortably warm and the air that 
does move in the shade when it comes 
in contact with the body feels as if It 
had same from a heated furnace. Ice 
water is in demand and the soda 
fountains do a flourishing business. 


The nights seem to bring but little 


relief and as soon as the sun begins 
to make an appearance the thermom- 
eter leaps to a point that indicates 
dangerously warm weather. 


The thermometers in various parts 


of the city, from 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing to 2 o'clock this afternoon, have 
registered from 90 to 102 degrees in 
the shade. The thermometer at Mr. 
'Melville's drug store, at 7:15 a.m., 
registered 94 degrees, and at 2 p. m j 
it stood at 97 degrees. At 10 o'clock, 
at Mr. Barley's drug store, the mer- 
cury had risen to 99 degrees and at 
2 o'clock it marked 102 degrees. 
At noon, at Mr. Yortkamp's drug 
store, the mercury showed 99 degrees, 
and at 9 o'clock an Instrument on the 
interior of the store registered 90 de- 
grees. At 11 o'clock tbe refinery 
thermometer had crawled up to the 
97 mark, and one bour afterwards it 
had passed tbe 93 mark. 


At 11 o'clock a standard gauge 


thermometer was carried to the top 
of tbe court house tower and allowed 
to remain in the shade for 30 min- 
utes where there was no direct re- 
flection 
At the end of that time 


the quick silver in the tube had risen 
to the £2 mark. At 2 o'clock the 
same Instrument Indicated that the 
temperature in three hours had risen 
almost nine degrees, 
registering 


nearly 1C1 degrees. 
The same in- 


strument was placed in the sun, and 
after 10 minutes had leaped up to 
the 117 degree mark, and would 
probably have been going yet had it 
been left in the sun. 


The U. S. weatner department's 


bulletin issued at 10 o'clock this 
morning, says generally fair for this 
section and continued warm for to- 
morrow.
